BOSTON - After twelve 
years of lingering without a 
vote, the Massachusetts 
Senate last week unanimously 
passed parole reform aimed 
at keeping habitual offenders 
behind bars for the duration 
of their sentences. The House 
took up a slimmer version of 
the measure before its two 
month holiday recess. 

Wilmington resident and 
Woburn Police Officer John 
“Jack” Maguire was shot and 


killed by a repeat offender the 
day after Christmas last year 
in a robbery outside a Kohl’s 
department store. His death 
became a catalyst for passage 
of the measure. The bill, a 
compromise effort based on 
Melissa’s Bill, also establish- 
es new tools for law enforce- 
ment and parole boards to use 
with repeat violent offenders. 

Les Gosule, father of mur- 
der victim Melissa Gosule, 
urged legislators to pass 
House resolution 3811. 


“This legislation is not just 
about my daughter, Melissa 
Gosule, and Officer John 
Maguire who were brutally 
murdered by serial violent 
felons whom the 
Commonwealth unleashed 
upon the public,” said Gosule 
in a statement. “H.3811 begins 
to correct the systemic failure 
of current laws which release 
dozens of habitually violent 
offenders each year to prey 
upon innocent victims — mur-

Will face Hudak in GOP Primary against incumbent Tierney

by supporters chanting “Go, 
Rich, Go!”, former state sen- 
ator and Senate Minority 
Leader Richard Tisei formal- 
ly announced on Tuesday that 
he is a Republican candidate 
for the state’s 6th 
Congressional District seat. 

“It’s incredibly important 
that the people of this district 
have a real choice next 
November,” said Tisei. “John 
Tierney’s record shows that 
he sees bigger and more 
intrusive government as the 
answer to almost any prob- 
lem. If that was the solution, 
the economy would be hum- 
ming along and the people 
would be feeling fine. We need 
a limited government that 
stops saddling future genera- 
tions with unimaginable debt. 
Our leadership class in 
Washington is completely 
dysfunctional. John Tierney 
is, unfortunately, among the 
most rigid of the ideological- 
ly-left in Washington. That’s 
not the independent leader- 
ship that the voters of the 6th 
Congressional district need 
and want.” 

If the newly-redrawn con- 
gressional district maps are 
approved, the district would 
pick up Billerica, Tewksbury, 
and some of Andover. 

Tisei, of Wakefield, repre- 
sented portions of the 6th 
Congressional District as a 
state representative and state 
senator for 26 years. 

“We’re all here today 
because we care,” said Tisei, 
speaking to the crowd outside 
the Americal. “We’re all here 
because we know that our 
nation is headed in the wrong 
direction, and unless we do 
something quickly to turn 
things around, we are headed 
towards a fiscal and econom- 
ic disaster. We all want to 
restore an America where 
people go to sleep tonight 
dreaming about the future, 
rather than worrying about 


how they are going to make it 


through tomorrow. These 
problems didn’t originate on 
Main Street, they were creat- 
ed in Washington, DC.” 

Tisei was introduced by Al 
Turco, a Wakefield 
Selectman, former Town 
Moderator, former school 
committee member, and 
Republican State Committee 
member. Turco, an attorney, 
previously chaired several of 
Tisei’s election efforts. 

“Richard has a_ well- 
deserved reputation for hon- 
esty and integrity,” said 
Turco. “He earned the respect 
and confidence of the leaders 
of the communities he repre- 
sented. I have known Richard 
for many years. I can tell you 
from experience, that if 
Richard is elected to 
Congress, he won’t be a 
remote person who we'll see 
once or twice a year. He'll 
spend as much time as possi- 
ble in this district, meeting 
with people regardless of 
political affiliation.” 

Tisei is the great grandson 
of Italian immigrants, the 
first member of his family to 
attend college, and the owner 
of a successful small busi- 
ness. He grew up in Lynnfield 
and resides in Wakefield. . 

Tisei was first elected to the 
Massachusetts House of 
Representatives in 1984 at the 
age of 22, the youngest 
Republican ever elected. 
After six years in the House, 
Tisei ran for Senate and was 
then re-elected to ten consec- 
utive Senate terms in an over- 
whelmingly Democratic dis- 
trict where registered 
Republicans are outnum- 
bered, 9-1. 

During the 2010 legislative 
session, he led opposition to 
the sales tax increase, while 
simultaneously offering over 
$1 billion in cost-saving 
reform measures. He was 
chosen as the Republican 
candidate for Lieutenant 
Governor joining Charlie 
Baker on the ticket in the 2010 
gubernatorial election. 

He was at the forefront of 


efforts to eliminate govern- 
ment waste and influences, 
reduce the tax burden on 
Massachusetts residents, and 
promote policies that have 
helped small businesses cre- 
ate jobs and remain competi- 
tive. 

Over the years Tisei was 
viewed as an advocate for 
children, the disabled and 
senior citizens. He has been 
recognized by numerous 
organizations for his efforts 
on behalf of the state’s most 
vulnerable residents. 

He earned the Legislator of 
the Year from organizations 
as diverse as the YMCA, the 
Mass Council of Human 
Service Providers and the 
National Alliance for the 
Mentally Ill. He received the 
2009 Community Hero Award 
from Housing Families for his 
advocacy efforts on behalf of 
homeless families. 

He holds a BA from 
American University and is 
Co-Owner of Northrup Real 
Estate in Lynnfield. 

Bill Hudak, a_ previously 
announced Republican candi- 
date for U.S. Congress in the 
Massachusetts 6th 
Congressional District, said 
Tuesday that he welcomed 
Tisei’s announcement. 

“For two and a half years 
now, we’ve been working 
steadily with emerging 
activists, tea party groups, 
and conservative organiza- 
tions to build grass roots sup- 
port all over the new Sixth 
District (and the state)”, 
Hudak says. “In so doing, 
we’ve supported local conser- 
vative Republican candidates, 
and worked earnestly to build 
an organization capable of 
overturning the ‘liberal pro- 
gressive’ mindset which is at 
the root of our nation’s eco- 
nomic woes,” he commented. 

Hudak is certain that “this 
contest will make whoever 
wins the Primary not only 
more able to defeat the 
incumbent, but also a better 
Congressman prepared to 
meet our serious challenges.”

a whole, has elevated chemi- 
cal levels. 

To remove the contaminated 
liquids extraction wells will 
be installed, one of which will 
be placed on Jewel Drive. 

The EPA says that an area 
near Main Street, close to the 
Butters Row bridge, needs to 
be evaluated, as contami- 
nates might be flowing into 
normally-clean water. 

The EPA will continue sam- 
pling private wells for signs 
of contamination. 

“There’s a fairly long histo- 

ry of private well sampling,” 
he said, adding that N- 
Nitrosodimethylamine, © or 
NDMA, has been detected. 
Cook Avenue remains a con- 
cern as multiple NDMA 
detections were found in the 
area. 
Currently, there are no fed- 
eral or state standards 
regarding the control of 
NDMA, but the substance is 
still a risk, as it can poten- 
tially cause cancer. 
DiLorenzo said, however, 
NDMA-contaminated water is 
only unsafe if ingested. 
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As a result, two families on 
Cook Avenue are currently on 
a bottled water supply. 
Twenty active wells were 
found that had gone previous- 
ly untested. A survey, he said, 
will find out if more active 
wells in the area have been 
contaminated or exposed. 

“If the wells increase, we’ll 
have a plan of action in 
place,” he said. 

DiLorenzo said that they 
had explored placing treat- 
ment systems in homes as 
well as treating the area— 
whichever would be most 
effective. 

Selectman Michael 
Newhouse praised the plan, 
stating that the extraction 
wells provide an answer to 
the question that had been on 
Wilmington’s mind how will 
this be cleaned up? 

DiLorenzo said contaminat- 
ed areas will be updated, not- 
ing that, currently, there 
could be more. The last test 
was done in 2005 and the data 
was submitted by Olin.

To the Editor 

To the taxpayers and par- 
ents of student athletes; 

The majority of residents 
I speak with all agree that 
a New High School is in the 
best interest of the commu- 
nity and students in our 
town. However 95% of those 
I speak with do not want 
the current structure at 159 
Church St. demolished for a 
number commonsense rea- 
sons. 

Both the town and the 
local media have failed to 
focus on the issues of great- 
est concern. The current 
High School proposal is to 
demolish a_ structurally 
sound $ 17,000,000 (Board of 
Assessor value) building 
that serves as a cap to a 
77,000 gallon oil 
spill/plume. Petroleum 
Hydrocarbons are very 
deadly, cause cancer, death 
and place the entire com- 
munity at a health and 
safety risk. Federal funds 
will be needed as a best 
possible avenue to remedi- 
ate this catastrophe. The 
most recent data gathered 
from test bores indicate 
that “oil” exists from 11 feet 
to 16 feet (8 feet in other 
areas) in the very same 
area that was considered 
cleaned up at a cost of $ 
500,000 in 1984. The costs 
associated with the demoli- 
tion (unknown at this time 
& not reimbursable by the 
State), hazardous material 
abatement, ($ 939,000), 
asbestos floor removal 
($241,000), oil spill remedia- 
tion ($ X,000,000 not reim- 
bursable by the state) is far 
greater than the cost to 
purchase the back 40 acres 
of the Farm on Andover St. 
(40 x $ 90,000= $ 3,600,000) 
The 40 acres together with 
the 30 acres owned by the 
town that connects the 
property with direct access

to Rte. 125. A second major 
concern is the construction 
and demolition over the 
next-3 years while classes 
are underway. The 
Wildwood St. School is a 
designated staging area. 
Large vehicles and equip- 
ment would be traveling up 
and down Wildwood Street 
for the next 3 years. The 
sewer main that is needed 
would run down Church St. 
to thePublic safety 
Building. ($400,000 est, not 
reimbursable by the State) 
The sewer costs. will 
charged via betterments to 
the home owners along that 
route and the entire road 
will need to be repaved.

The MSBA prefers the 
Model School program (as 
we hope you will) that is 
why it exists in the first 
place. The Town Free Cash 
is stated as being $ 
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_ New School Yes, but keep the old 


9,600,000; your funds 
should be used in your best 
interest. 


It is more than building a 
New High School; it must 
also be constructed as a 
“Community Center” and 
“Athletic Complex”. The 
Farm would allow the town 
to collaborate with Phillips 
Academy and Merrimac 
College to build a state of 
the art Athletic Complex to 
serve the area for the next 
century and generate funds 
to maintain and support 


- expansion. Area and com- 


munity events could be held 
year round with no nega- 
tive nuisance to any neigh- 
bors. Bike paths and recre- 
ational trails could connect 
the Town Forest, Fosters 
Pond and beyond. The 
town’s administration has 
neglected our student ath- 
letes for years and made it 
a struggle for those who 
really enjoy sports and fit- 
ness.

Editor’s Note: 

The writer continues to 
perpetuate the rumor that 
the owners of a certain farm 
are interested in selling. 
The town manager has gone 
on the record multiple times 
that the owners have been 
approached but have no 
interest in selling to the 
town at this time. Would the 
town be willing to wait on 
the whims of a private prop- 
erty owner to determine the 


educational future of its 
students? In my opinion, 
such a move would be 
unwise. 

In response to the many 
figures presented in this let- 
ter, this editor spoke with 
the Assistant Project 
Manager at Dore & 
Whittier, the project archi- 
tectural firm. The figure 
describing the amount of oil 
spilled on the site as 77,000 
is not clear. That informa- 
tion is not included in the 
Activities Use Limitation 
area, issued by _ the 
Massachusetts Department 
of Environmental 
Protection. 

“There is no way to calcu- 
late exactly how much [oil 
was spilled] unless you 
know how much oil was 
delivered over the life of the 
tanks, the rate at which the 
high school burned oil, and 
when the leak began,” said 
Ranni Philip, with Dore and 
Whittier. “This number has 
not been reported anywhere 
and the geotechnical engi- 
neer cannot confirm it.” 

With regard to oil remain- 
ing below ground, the proj- 
ect can move forward as 
long the requirements of the 
AUL are met. That means 
that crews cannot excavate 
below eight feet, and in 
some places ten feet below 
grade. If oil were encoun- 
tered, there are already 
requirements in place to 
manage it. ‘ 

“Really what we have in 
that area will be parking 
lot. So the parking lot and 
the AUL area will not be 
disturbed at all. The area 
won’t be worked on until the 
current high school is ready 
for demolition, . after the 
new high school is built. 
And since this area will be 
a parking lot, they will not 
be digging down in the AUL 
limit,” explained Philip.

NNA calls on newspapers to give back to 
the USPS... plastic tubs, that is | 


ARLINGTON, VA - Look 
under your desk. Is that 
stack of magazines you 
intend to read someday 
resting inside a white 
USPS flats tub? 

If so, National 
Newspaper Association is 
asking you to give it back. 

NNA President Reed 
Anfinson, publisher of the 
Swift County Monitor- 
News, Benson, MN, and 
Max Heath, NNA postal 
committee chairman, 
Shelbyville, KY, are urg- 
ing newspapers to help 
assist a USPS campaign 
to reclaim its property. 
And The Town Crier is 
enlisting its readers to 
help. 

A critical shortage of 
postal equipment is creat- 
ing problems in moving 


the mail. 

The Postal Service said 
it spent $50 million last 
year replacing mailing 
equipment that was stolen 
or inadvertently taken off 
postal property. For the 
cash-strapped organiza- 
tion, getting back the lost 
equipment can make a big 
difference. 

Anfinson asked NNA 
newspapers to provide edi- 
torial support for USPS in 
its campaign to reclaim 
the white tubs, pallets and 
other equipment that has 
found. its \ way _ into 
American homes and 
offices. 

“This is material that 
USPS needs to help us get 
our newspapers into the 
hands of readers. Besides 
the fact that the Postal 


Service has to get people 
to help return these lost 
pieces to their rightful 
homes, taking USPS prop- 
erty happens to be a 
crime with a fairly serious 
penalty,” Anfinson said. 

Theft of postal equip- 
ment can lead to prison 
time of up to three years 
and fines up to $250,000. 
USPS has declared a peri- 
od of amnesty from 
November 12 to 26 for peo- 
ple who bring the lost 
property back. Any local 
post office or-mail pro- 
cessing ~ facility can 
receive it. 

Heath said as he travels 
around the country, he 
finds the white tubs, in 
particular, stashed in all 
sorts of places. 

“I've made it sort of a 


personal cause over the 
years to bring these 
back,” he said. “I have 
found them being used as 
footrests, and under desks 
to hold files or in storage 
rooms for office supplies. 
People use them to carry 
things around. Yes, they 
are handy little contain- 
ers. But go out and buy 
yourselves a plastic tub, 
folks. These USPS tubs 
are what we count on to 
help newspapers _ get 


faster delivery. Postal. 


Service really, truly needs 
them back right now. The 
same is true for any 
excess pallets that may be 
hanging out in mailrooms. 
Please gather up these 
things and help get them

ry. Wilmington has also won

“This will allow us to do 
compressions no matter how 
we move the patients, which 
is extremely important to 
both the patient and firefight- 
ers and EMTs. Sometimes 
when we’re transporting, the 
responders must straddle the 
stretcher unrestrained and, 
as the vehicle moves; it cre- 
ates a dangerous condition 
for both patient and respon- 
der. It goes to the safety of 
the firefighter and the quality 
of the compressions being 
administered,” insisted Chief 
Bradbury. 

“It’s great to see our com- 
munity rally together and 
pledge a commitment to fire 
safety to help Wilmington 
earn the $10,000 grant,” said 


Kristen Gryglik, sales repre- 
sentative in Liberty Mutual’s 
Boston office. “We have a

House begins parole reform debate 


‘derers, rapists, armed 
assailants, home invaders, 
arsonists, pedophiles, and 
those who prey upon the 
elderly, children, and the 
weak.” 


Gosule continued stating, 
“40% of released violent 
offenders commit recidivist 
crimes, according to the 
parole board's own study. 
Under current law, virtually 
anyone can be paroled -- even 
after their twentieth, fiftieth, 
or seventieth violent felony.” 

Senator Bruce Tarr (R) rep- 
resenting Wilmington and 
Senator Barry Finegold (D) 
representing Tewksbury 
voted in favor of the bill. 

“This bill is a balanced 
‘approach to the violence 
plaguing our cities and 
towns,” said Finegold. “It 
makes sure the most violent 
repeat offenders stay off our 
streets while implementing 
cost-saving measures that 
make sense for public safety. 
Public safety is my first pri- 
ority and I believe this bill 
makes common _ sense 
reforms to our parole system 
and crime laws.” 

‘| The bill requires the habitu- 
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al offender tag to be placed 
on anyone convicted of two 
crimes from a list of the most 
serious offenses, including 
murder, rape and kidnapping. 
It also closes a loophole in 
current law so that sentences 
served for federal crimes 
would count toward habitual 
offender status. Further, 
habitual offenders would have 
to serve two-thirds of any sen- 
tence before becoming eligi- 
ble for parole where today it 
is just half the sentence. 
Additionally, the bill man- 
dates that any habitual 
offender found guilty of a 
third offense from the list of 
most serious crimes would be 
ineligible for parole. 

For anyone serving a life 
sentence, the bill raises the 
parole eligibility threshold to 
a two-thirds vote of the parole 
board from the current 
majority vote. Judges must 
set a parole-eligible date 15 to 
20 years into a life sentence. 
Inmates serving multiple life 
sentences would not be eligi- 
ble for parole. 

The Associated Press 
reported Monday that Rep. 
ee O’Flaherty, co-chair 


of the Legislature’s Judiciary 
Committee, said that the 
House will take up the parole 
restrictions for habitual 
offenders as a separate bill 
after stripping that language 
from the Senate’s version. 

The Crier asked 
Representative Charles 
Murphy, Majority Whip, who 
represents a portion of 
Wilmington, if he thought the 
matter would be visited in 
advance of the holiday break, 
but he was unsure. 

“Well, I think it is difficult to 
say when we might take it up. 
What people don’t understand 
is how those things work, 
some hoped that we would 
take it up in 10 minutes,” said 
Murphy. “ We need a chance 
to take a look at it and see 
what’s in there.” 

Representative Jim Miceli 
told the Crier Monday that he 
“wholeheartedly supports” 
the bill and would “vote for it 
tomorrow.” 

Representative Paul Adams, 
representing a portion of 
Tewksbury and Andover, said 
he fully supports the provi- 
sions of Melissa’s bill, but 
agrees with the provisions of 
the version the Senate assed 
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last week. 

“I am willing to compromise 
to get this thing done,” Adams 
told the Crier. “Its still a fair, 
but tough, middle ground. 
This is a bill that protects 
public safety. It’s unfortunate 
that the legislature scuttled 
debate on this for more than 
a decade. The Democrats 
should not have waited for 
another person to die. Officer 
Jack Maguire would not have 
died and Dominic Cinelli 
would not have been out of 
prison.” 

Maguire, 60, a 34-year police 
veteran less than a year away 
from retirement when he was 
shot in the chest four times by 
career criminal Dominic 
Cinelli, 57, of Woburn. Cinelli 
had been paroled in 2008 
despite a history of violent 
offenses. 

Cinelli, who died in the 
exchange of gunfire, was sen- 
tenced to life in prison in 
Suffolk County and later 
received two concurrent life 
sentences for crimes commit- 
ted in Middlesex County.

“The other person to do it in 
my 15 years of coaching here 
is Dan Vassallo,” said Wildcat 
cross-country coach Tom 
Bradley. 

O’Connell helped lead the 
Wildcats to a 12th place finish 
out of 24 teams and placed 
18th out of 166 total runners - 
162 of which are in high 
school and are older than this 
talented 13-year-old. 

“I ran (at) last (year’s state 
meet), plus my team makes 
me feel comfortable so my 
age has never been a prob- 
lem,” said O’Connell. “I 
sometimes feel my nerves 
when I see the older kids 
warming up, but I have never 
let age be a major factor to

how I run.” 

And why should she when 
she’s this good? 

“Callie is a great team- 
mate,” said Bradley. “She is 
very team oriented and really 
is one of the girls. Her atti- 
tude is terrific and she is a 
pleasure to work with. She is 
very mature in the way she 
approaches the meets and 
has showed how competitive 
she can be. She was our first 
girl in the (Middlesex) league 
meet (taking fourth overall 
behind three Lexington run- 
ners) and state meet last 
year. She really made 
progress and came up big in 
the bigger meets.” 

Last year as a seventh grad- 
er, O’Connell competed in her 
first Eastern Mass 
Championship Meet and was 
extremely impressive, finish- 
ing 25th overall with a time of 
21:07. A year later, she 
improved seven spots and 
knocked 31 seconds off of her 
time, thanks in part to a ter- 
rific 6:05 first mile. 


“Coach Bradley advised me. 


to start strong in order to try 
to be in top 20 - and that is 
what I did,” she said. “I did 
not realize I went out as fast 
as I did - the open field start 
is pretty hard to judge. That 
may have been my fastest 
timed mile. I found that did 
not allow me to recover fully 
so I just tried to hold my posi- 
tion without fading and I was 
happy I got through it and did 
not give up. Overall it was a 
tough race as I usually start 


- off a little slower and gain - 


(speed) through (the end of 
it).” 

Bradley was glad _ that 
O’Connell followed suit with 
w strong start and was in 
complete awe of her accom- 
plishment. 

“We talked about the state 
meet and having to get out 
fast enough against lots of 
talented girls to finish in the 
top 25 to go to the all-states,” 
said Bradley. “She finished 
18th after really getting a ter- 
rific start, a 6:05 first mile, 
and then toughing it out to 
stay in the top 20.” 

Less than two years ago, 
Bradley received an email 
first hearing about this young 
girl named Callie O’Connell. 

“Callie signed up 16 months 
ago to run cross country as a 
seventh grader and I had an 
email from her mom 
(Kristina) that Callie had run 
a 5K in 24 minutes or so,” 
recalled Bradley. “I said she 
may be able to help us and it 
did not dawn on me that she 
would be one of our top run- 
ners last year and our top 
runner this year and the sec- 
ond fastest girl I have 
coached in 15 years at 
Wilmington.” 

Coming off an amazing race 
taking fourth at the 
Middlesex League Meet two 
weeks ago, O’Connell and her 
teammates had some time to 
rest up and gear up for the 
Eastern Mass Meet. 

“I was really happy with 
how I ran at the league meet 
- it was one of my strongest 


races and I felt really strong 


that day,” she said. “I like 
running hills, so that golf 
course was fun for me. I was 
proud to be right behind the 
Lexington runners - that was 
my goal. I surprised myself 
with a fourth place. I love 
running and I learn so much 
about how to race every 
meet. Since I am in middle 
school, I do not train as many 
miles, so I feel like I am run- 
ning my best now at the end 
of season.” 

Before putting her toes on 
the starting line on Saturday, 
the eighth grader admitted 
that she was quite nervous. 

“T am always nervous before 
a meet but as soon as the gun 
goes off I enjoy my run,” she 
said. “My mind clears and I 
just like to settle in and it 
feels good to me. I ran at 
Franklin Park last year and I 
am not a fan of running that 
course because it loops 
around a couple of times. I 
knew it was going to be a 
tough race and so I went in 
with a positive attitude and 
hoped for the best.” 

O’Connell took two days off 
from practice this week at the 
high school and was planning 
on getting back to her routine 
on Wednesday, giving her a 
few days to get ready for the 
All-State Meet, which will 
feature the top runners from 
the entire state. . 

“T ran a couple miles with 
my dog (on Monday) so it 
was relaxed and I will do the 
same a couple more days this 
week,” said O’Connell. “I will 
practice rte 


(Bradley) on Wednesday. I 
heard some of my teammates 
may come and run 800s with 
me on and I thought that was 
really nice. My goal for 
Saturday is to run ‘my race’ 
and enjoy the experience and 
have fun. It is going be a very 
fast race, so my goal is top 50 
with a better time than I ran 
last week.” 

Regardless if this eighth 
grader can be one of the top 
50 runners in the entire state 
or not, Bradley knows for 
sure that she’s an extremely 
talented runner. 

“She has talent and gets the 
most out of her talent,” he 
said. “It makes it very easy 
and satisfying to work with 
girls like Callie that want to 
do well and will do the work. 
She has a number of team- 
mates that are like her in that 
respect, and I am blessed to 
be able to work with Callie 
and all of them again next 
year.”

Wildcats emerge with thrilling victory

BURLINGTON - The 
Wilmington High Football 
team will not be going to the 
post-season in two weeks 
and that is probably good 
news for the teams that did 
qualify for the Division 2A 
playoffs because it is hard to 
imagine any team that is 
playing better than the 
Wildcats are right now. 

The Wildcats, who will 
wrap their season on 
Thanksgiving morning in 
Tewksbury, have now won 
four games in a row, their 
most recent triumph coming 
last Friday night in a 
thrilling 33-32 win over 
Middlesex League Small 
School rival Burlington. The 
Wildcats preserved the win 
by stopping the Red Devils 
on a two-point conversion 
attempt with 29.6 seconds 
left in what was already a 
dynamite game. 

With the win, the Wildcats 
improved to 6-3 overall on 
the season and wrapped up 
their first season in the 
Middlesex Small with a 4-1 
record and a second place 
finish. 

Wilmington was eliminated 
from playoff contention 
when Wakefield, who hand- 
ed them their only league 
loss of the season, defeated 
Watertown on Friday night. 

Missing out on the playoffs, 
however, could not diminish 
what was a great night of 
football for the Wildcats who 
scored the winning points on 
a four-yard touchdown run 
by senior running back Ed 
DeLucia with 1:59 left in the

game. The touchdown run 
by DeLucia capped a clutch 
13-play, 80-yard drive by the 
Wildcats that began after 
Burlington had tied the 
score at 26-26 with 7:17 left 
in the game. 

Senior running back John 
Parsons, who finished the 
night with 278 yards rushing 
for the game did the bulk if 
the work on the drive, lug- 
ging the rock eight times for 
56 yards, while senior quar- 
terback Matt Ferreira made 
one of the biggest plays of 


the drive, connecting: with 
receiver Kyle Albanese for 
an 11-yard gain on third-and- 
five from Wildcats 25 yard 
line. But it was DeLucia who 
got the carry on second-and- 
goal from the four yard line 
and he was not to be denied, 
barreling his way into the 
end zone. Freshman kicker 
James O'Regan added the 
extra point and the Wildcats 
held a 33-26 lead. 

That extra point would 
prove to vital, as Burlington 
returned the ensuing kickoff 
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to their own 49 yard line and 
proceeded go on a six play 
drive capped by a 13-yard 
touchdown pass from quar- 
terback Shane Farley to 
wide receiver Jirar 
Mancukian with 29.6 sec- 
onds left in the game.

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Rams make a date 
for playoff battle

WAKEFIELD - It did not 
seem possible just a few 
weeks ago, but last Saturday 
morning the Shawsheen Tech 
Football left little doubt, for 
the second year in a row, as to 
who the best team in the 


Commonwealth Athletic 
Conference Large School 
Division is. 


With a convincing 246 win 
over Northeast Metro Tech, 
the Rams fourth win in a row, 
the defending Division 4 
Super Bowl champions com- 
pleted an incredible turn- 
around to their season, win- 
ning their second straight 
CAC Large title and clinching 
a spot in the Division 4 play- 
offs where they will take on 
Catholic Central Large cham- 
pion Cardinal Spellman of 
Brockton on the Tuesday 
after Thanksgiving at a time 
and site to be determined. 

The Rams improved to 54 
overall on the season and 
wrapped up their CAC Large 
season with a 3-1 record. It is 
a turnaround that seemed 
nearly impossible just a 
month ago when the Rams 
were struggling with a 14 
record, but they have since 
won four in a row, their latest 
coming in dominating fashion 
over the two time defending 
Division 4A Super Bowl cham- 
pions from Northeast. 

“This is the most resilient 
group of young men I have 
ever had the privilege to 
coach,” Shawsheen coach Al 
Costabile said. “They never 
gave up, not even when they 
were 1-4. They just turned up 
the intensity and they turned 
their season around.” 

One player who has been a 
huge key to the Rams turn- 
around has been junior wide 
receiver/kicker Devonn Pratt. 
Pratt of course caught the 
winning touchdown for the 
Rams in their miracle win 
over Greater Lawrence a few 
weeks ago, but that singular 
outstanding play paled in 
comparison to his all around 
day on Saturday when he 
accounted for all of 
Shawsheen’s 24 points on the 
day. Pratt caught three 
touchdown passes, two of 
them on halfback option pass- 
es from Paul DePlacido, 
kicked a 29 yard field goal and 
kicked three extra points. 

Pratt also recovered his own 
onside kick in the first half, 
although the recovery did not 
ultimately lead to any points 
for the Rams. 

As well as the Rams have 
been playing in recent weeks, 
they may have saved their 
best effort of the season for 
their Saturday, considering 
the quality of the opponent 
and what was at stake. They 
dominated the talented 
Knights in every facet of the 
game after giving up an early 
touchdown that put them in a 
6-0 hole. 

Northeast jumped on top of 
the Rams with an impressive 
eight play, 77 yard drive after 
receiving the opening kickoff, 
with 52 of those yards coming 
on a run by senior running 
back Bobby Novello. The 
Knights capped the drive with 
a seven yard run by Kenny 
Bartolo with 7:09 left in the 
first quarter. 

That was as good as it would 
get for Northeast, however, as 
the Rams stuffed the two 
point conversion rushing 
attempt and then made a 
habit of stuffing the Knights 


for the rest of the game, limit- 
ing them to just one first 
down for the rest of the game. 

Shawsheen didn’t take long 
in getting on the board them- 
selves, going on a 9-play, 51 
yard drive that was capped by 
a five yard touchdown pass 
from junior quarterback Mike 
O’Hearn to Pratt with 2:30 left 
in the first quarter.

‘fans of those players waved 
flags and belted out chants. 
“Those chants were in German 


{for eventual winner Pius 


Heinz), Czech (for runner-up 


‘Martin Staszko) and Ukranian 
(for Anton Makiievskyi). 

” Fans of American Phil Collins 
(the poker player, not the 
singer) even belted out "In the 
Air Tonight" every time he won 
a pot. 

I have covered the WSOP 
Main Event the last two years 
at my full-time job, but this 
year was the first time I cov- 
ered the ‘November Nine’. And 
it was a spectacle. 

Many fans of the final table 
participants wore coordinated 
T-shirts. Players were treated 
like rock stars even after they 
were busted out of the tourna- 
ment. 

People who say poker can't be 

a spectator sport have never 
-been to a major poker tourna- 
‘ment like the Main Event. 
-- “It was just awesome,” Heinz 
said after he won. “It's unreal 
‘to have all your friends and 
family following you and cheer- 
“ing you on. It's just an amazing 
“feeling.” 

ic This year's Main Event also 
‘was Exhibit A on how the game 
of poker is changing. The 
‘game's rules aren't changing, 


Of course. But it’s definitely a 


young man’s game now. Heinz, 
the 2011 champion, is 22-years- 
.old. The last four Main Event 


winners have been under thé ' 


age of 23, and each winner has 
pocketed over $8.5 million. 

The game is also booming 
internationally. The WSOP has 
58 total events, including the 
famous Main Event. Players 
from eight countries outside 
the U.S. won events this year, 
including multiple bracelet 
winners from Canada, Ukraine, 
France, Great Britain and 
Russia. 

Three of the last four Main 
Event champions have been 
from international players. 
This year marked the second 
time in those four years that 
the Main Event winner and 
runner-up were from mainland 
Europe. 

One of the reasons poker has 
seen such a boom internation- 
ally is the prevalence of online 
poker. Players from European 
countries can make deposits on 
a multitude of online poker 
sites and know that their 
money is safe. 

Americans don't have that 
luxury anymore. Back in April 
the U.S. Department of Justice 
indicted the founders the three 
largest poker sites in the world, 
which were PokerStars, Full 
Tilt Poker and Absolute Poker. 
Their domain names and assets 
were seized. 

The founders of the sites were 
indicted on charges of bank 
fraud, money laundering, ille- 
gal gambling offenses and vio- 
lating the Unlawful Internet 
Gambling Enforcement Act. 
For a few weeks Americans 
couldn't withdraw any money 
they had on those sites. 

PokerStars has repaid over 
$100 million to Americans since 
April 15. The site is still the 
most popular in the world. 
However, Full Tilt Poker and 
Absolute Poker have yet to 
repay American players. 

Full Tilt was the second most 
popular poker site in the world 
before April 15 and had Phil 
Ivey, Erik Seidel, Howard 
Lederer and Chris Ferguson. 
They have not repaid any play- 
ers, both foreign and 
American, and the site is cur- 
rently shut down. 

This year's Main Event was a 
complete 180 from the one I 
covered last year because of 
the online: poker indictments.

John Guerin, the principal 
attorney behind Guerin Law 
in Reading, said he became 


‘interested in farming, and 


working with his hands in gen- 
eral, at a young age. 

“I guess I learned it from 
my Dad and Mom,” said 
Guerin. “They always had a 
garden and as a kid and a life- 
long resident of Essex I 
learned to drive tractors, 
picked beans for local farmers 
(sometimes all day in a single 
row); dug clams to pay for 
school ete., so when the 
opportunity to obtain a parcel 
of land large enough to sup- 
port our extended families' 
needs, and the idea that we 
would be able to control what 
went into our food, it all made 
sense. 

“Now my son and daughter 
drive the tractors, breathe the 
fresh air and get their hands 
dirty...but also get the 
rewards of their labor,” said 
Guerin. “Though we are con- 
stantly going in different 
directions with school, work, 
sports, dance etc...the garden 
is one place we all can come 
together...work hard, eat out- 
side together, cool off in the 
creek with friends or go for a 
kayak or boat ride afterward.” 

Guerin said the economics 
also factor into the decision.

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“It is also a question of 
economics...we can produce 
enough to last us and our 
large extended family with 
vegetables (some until next 
year’s harvest),” said Guerin. 


_.“My parents had their last 


butternut squash in June and 
we used up our last onions in 
August.” 

With everyday life at the 
law office in Reading busy 
enough (not to mention the 
full schedules of two young 
adults), Guerin says that plan- 
ning ahead helps make farm- 
ing easier - as in planting next 
year’s crops now. 

“For the past couple of 
years my father and mother 
(also of Essex) have been 
starting from seed our beefs- 
take, cherry and plum toma- 
toes for us...he's already 
asked what we want planted 
next year,” said Guerin. “I do 
much of midweek harvesting, 
a good way to clear your head 
of the office. We all help in the 
big pumpkin harvest. My 
bride, Kristyne, also helps 
with a weeding day, harvest- 
ing the potatoes and_ the 
pumpkins...and this year 
helped for many, many hours 
making and canning enough 
tomato sauce to last us 
through next year. My son, 
though, is the backbone of the 
garden - tilling, planting, 
weeding, and harvesting. He 
also canned dill pickles, whole 
tomatoes and we recently put 
up several quarts of canned 
beets.” 

Guerin said in addition to 
growing crops, the farm and 
garden has helped his son 
Jonathan (now a junior at St. 

He previously 
attended the Barrows 
Elementary and Parker 
Middle schools - his first job 
was as a newscarrier for the 
Reading Daily Times 
Chronicle) grow as a person, 
as well as teaching him 
invaluable life lessons along 
the way.

This flick pulls no punch- 
es when it comes to fighting 
action, in 3D no less, but it 
doesn’t have much else 
going for it.

"Puss in Boots" is easily 
one of the most refreshing 
sequels (it’s actually more 
of a spinoff) to come out of 
Hollywood in years. 

Instead of nonstop zani- 
ness and zippy one-liners, 
director Chris Miller

the tempo down and concen- 
trates on telling a tale that 
both kids and adults will 
enjoy, and hums along with 
wit and first-rate animation, 
all the while offering a 
moral lesson.

So, with a loan from his 
mother and I, he was able to 
order and purchase the pots, 
soil, fertilizer and cuttings to 
grow some 2,700 mums for the 
Essex Merchant's Group to 
decorate the Town of Essex 
for the Fall. He was offered 


the use Chapman's empty. 


property in Manchester By 
The Sea and his drip hoses 
and timers. Each and every 
plant had to have its own drip 
hose. Several hundred hours 
later, not including the time 
he took riding the 26-plus 
miles on his bike from 
Reading to Essex and 
Manchester, and hiring his 
cousins to lend a hand, the 
mums were starting to grow. 
He was plumber, bookkeeper 
and laborer all in one.” 

Jonathan has seen the so- 
called ‘fruits of his labor’ 
firsthand. 

“For the past two years he 
has entered much of his crop 
into competition at the 
Topsfield Fair,” said Guerin. 
“This year a total of 5 Blue 
Ribbons and five 2nd place 
and several 3rd place ribbons 
came from the garden. He 
won a special Rosette for the 
best pair of Squash in the 
Fair, and also won top honors 
for his Butternut Squash last 
year. Among the ribbons, his 
sister Gillian also received ist 
place for her Gourds and last 
year ist place for her 
peanuts.” 

“Though he may never go 
into agriculture for a living, it 
has been a great way for he 
and I to work together, out- 
doors, to help defray life's 
costs,” said Guerin. “The cost 
of his education, or the car he 
is yearning to obtain; and also 
learn and practice his civic 
duty and run a business.” 

Guerin said pests haven’t 
been a problem thus far. 

“I asked a friend of mine, 
whose family was farmers, 
how do we handle the pests 
and animals?” said Guerin. 
“He said ‘Just plant enough 
for them too’...so that's what 
we do and we don't sweat the 
nibble or imperfection...we 
just cut it off. We've been very 
lucky not to have rabbit or 
groundhog problems as the 
eagles and hawks are our 
organic defense against them 
in the open field...the deer too 
have mostly kept away with 
the exception of our raspber- 
ries.” 

Working the farm is a huge 
time commitment, though not 
a year-round one. 

“It's not always on a daily 
basis, though longer through 
the year than one might 
think,” said Guerin. “The seed 
catalogues come in December. 
They choose what they want 
to grow in addition to the sta- 
ples - potatoes, winter squash- 
es, onions, green beans, peas, 
tomatoes, lettuce, cucumbers, 
summer squashes, etc. We 
purchase the basics and sta- 
ple seeds at the Essex County 
Coop in Topsfield. We start 
the indoor seeds usually in 
February depending on the 
crop; in the spring when it's 
dry enough Jonathan plows 
and tills under the Winter Rye

ers, all add a sense that you 
get to see something — that 
most of your peers are miss- 
ing out on.” 

And there’s the undeniable 
payoff that comes from know- 
ing that the food on your plate 
was grown by your own hands. 

“I remember the sense of 
disbelief, the 'wow' and the 
‘pretty cool' feeling we all had 
when we had the first meal we 
had grown from the garden,” 
said Guerin. “The wow factor 
has disappeared but the satis- 
faction hasn't.
